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THE BEGINNING OF DIXFIELD 

It was in 1787 that a few men in Sutton, Mass., headed 
by Colonel Jonathan Holman, determined to make a home 
for themselves in the Fast-part of the Colony. In pur- 
suance of this object, Col. Holman and two others spent a 
part of two years cruising and considering different tracts. 
Finally, in 1789, they decided on Township No. 1, situated 
on the North side of the Androscoggin River and extending 
from New Pennacook (now Rumford) to Phips Canada 
(now Jay and Canton), containing 30,000 acres which they 
purchased for 1,500 pounds and in honor of Colonel Hol- 
man, named it Holmantown. 

In the deed of this land from the Mass. Colony to these 
twenty-seven proprietors, they were designated as: Gentle- 
men, Clerks and Laborers, and all these combined pro- 
prietors appear to have taken an active part in the meetings 
held in Sutton where the division of the lots was made by 
draught. All but one were able to find the money to pay 
for their allotment of 500 acres which comprised a Right. 
Col. Holman had seven Rights, and a Doctor Dix had nine, 
but he was given six extra and all undivided lots if he 
would build a Saw Mill and a Grist Mill. He was allowed 
two years to build the Saw Mill and four to build the Grist 
Mill. These mills were to be exempt from taxation for a 


period of twenty years after completion, 


At these meetings it was voted that any person owning 
four or more Rights should build a house eighteen feet 
square, set fifty apple trees and have twenty acres of land 
under cultivation within six years. They designated where 
their roads should start and end and in like detail lots were 
set apart for schools, for the First Minister and for the 
support of the Church. 


MAIN STREET, 1940 
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The actual colonization began soon after the purchase 
and between 1790 and 1803 when it became incorporated, 
many, in addition to the original proprietors had moved in 
and become active in the Town’s affairs. 

The first mention of roads is made in the minutes of 
the meetings held during the twelve years prior to the 
incorporation of the Town as Dixfield (which was in 1803), 
when this entry appears: 

“Voted to raise fifty dollars to build a road from Webb 
River to Swift River and what is left over is to be used 
elsewhere where needed’. 

These early meetings were held at the house of Mr. 
Waite and the Warrants calling the meetings and the pro- 
ceedings under them might weil be a Town Meeting in 1940.

To the Municipal Officers of the Town of Dixfield: 


Under the will of the late Verdurina Ludden I was 
named Trustee and my nomination was confirmed by the 
Probate Court and I accepted the trust. 

The provisions of the will in which the Town of Dix- 
field is interested are as follows: 

“Second: I give and bequeath to the Town of Dixfield 
the sum of ten thousand ($10,000) dollars, the same to be 
held in trust for the purpose of providing the said Town 
of Dixfield with a public library to be situated in Dixfield 
Village. This fund to be used for the purchase of a suit- 
able lot and to construct a suitable building thereon to 
house such library. 

It is further my will that upon the front of the afotre- 
said building, there shall be placed a plate or tablet of 
suitable material and form and upon it there will be in- 
scribed the following “In Memory of Luther H. Ludden 
and Arvilla H. Ludden”. 

“Seventeenth: I hereby give, bequeath and devise all 
the rest, residue and remainder of my property and estate, 
of every nature, real, personal and mixed, wherever found, 
however situated and whenever acquired, to my cousin 
Forest E. Ludden, of Auburn, Maine, as my Trustee, to 
have and to hold the same in trust for the uses and pur- 
poses hereinafter named: 

I hereby authorize and empower my said Trustee to 
sell and dispose of any of the properties composing the 
body of this trust for the purpose of converting the same 
into money and hereby authorize and empower my said 
Trustee to invest and reinvest the funds coming into his 
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hands under the Trust provision in sound and conserva- 
tive, interest-bearing securities, having at all times in 
mind the safety and security of the fund, and I hereby di- 
rect my said Trustee to allow the Trust Fund herein pro- 
vided to accumulate without distribution until the princi- 
pal of said fund and the accumulations of interest and 
other gains shall amount to the sum of fifteen thousand 
($15,000) dollars in the whole. Thereafter, it is my will 
and I hereby instruct and authorize my said Trustee to 
-use and devote one-half of the income and revenue de- 
rived from said Trust Fund for the general upkeep, care 
and maintenance of Greenwood Cemetery in the Town of 
Dixfield and the remaining one-half to the general care, 
support and maintenance of the public library provided for 
the Town of Dixfield under the Second Clause of this 
Will.”

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STATE BUREAU OF HEALTH 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Service 
1939 


The public health nursing service covers the nurse 
supervision of expectant mothers, infants, pre-school and 
school age children. The report covers this general pro- 
gram and it is for this purpose which we are asking to 
have money raised to help continue the work by supple- 
menting what is already being paid from State Bureau of 
Health funds. The work is carried largely through home 
visits and child health conferences. These contacts are 
made for the purpose of giving help in meeting the health 
needs of the family through advice and demonstration of 
methods of care in the home. 


The encouragement of parents in the care of the family 
is most gratefully received. Through the nurses’ home 
visits, medical supervision is urged where needed for treat- 
ment or correction of defects. 


The importance of using the proper diet for mainten- 
ance of health and normal growth is discussed with fami- 
lies and aid given in planning food budgets. 


The protection of children with communicable diseases, 
the protection of others from those who are ill and immu- 
nization against certain diseases is stressed. Whenever 
possible, child health conferences are held with the local 
people making the choice of examining physician and the 
State Bureau of Health paying for his services. The nurse 
is always alert to any crippling condition in children and 
with the consent of the physician, the services of the crip- 
pled children clinics, which are held in several sections of 
the State, are recommended to the family. 

As other defects are found, the nurse calls these condi- 
tions to the attention of the parents with recommendations 
to secure advice from physician or dentist regarding care 
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or treatment. In cases where the cost of corrective work 
cannot be assumed by the family, the nurse endeavors to 
enlist the interest of groups or agencies to assist in meet- 
ing these needs. 

A Health Committee should exist here and will be 
encouraged. 

During the year 98 patients were admitted to the serv- 
ice. These included expectant mothers, infants, children 
of pre-school age, school children, and crippled children. 
There were 217 visits made to these patients. 

Immunization against diphtheria was given to 34, and 
103 were vaccinated against smallpox. 

There were 1,096 school inspections made by the nurse.

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HIGH SCHOOL 


REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Dixfield: 


Your superintending school committee respectfully sub- 
mits at this time its report for the year 1939-40. 


We regret that we must report the crowded condition 
at the building remains the same as it has been for the past 
few years and must necessarily remain the same until it 
is possible for the town to build a new building to take 
care of the surplus number of pupils. We have done about 
all that was possible to alleviate this condition. We added 
one new teacher, Miss Mildred Butler, at the beginning of 
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the present school year. Her services as a helping teacher 
in the first and second grades where the crowded condi- 
tions present a serious handicap, are very valuable. 


We wish to state at this time that we sincerely believe 
our teachers are doing the very best work possible under 
existing conditions. In fact, an inspector from the State 
Department of Education who visited our schools recently, 
although criticizing the large number of pupils in one 
classroom, expressed her amazement at the efficiency of 


the teachers themselves in dealing with the problem. 


We are happy to report that the prevalence of lice ex- 
isting in our schools last year is a thing of the past. It 
was necessary to take rather severe measures but the re- 
sults have been very gratifying as we have had no con- 
tagious or infectious diseases of any kind in the school thus 
far this year. We are very grateful for the cooperation 
and aid given us at all times by parents, Health Officers, 
Town Physicians and our State Health Nurse who has 
given unstintingly of her time in order to make very fre- 


quent and very complete examinations of the pupils. 


We would like, as in years past, to urge all citizens, 
especially parents of pupils in school at the present time, 
to visit our schools. It is the only way in which you can 
secure authentic, first-hand knowledge of just what those 
teachers we have hired are doing for your boys and girls. 
Only after doing so, not once, but frequently, can you 
judge them or the work they are doing. Furthermore, it 
is the only way in which you can obtain any concise con- 
ception of this overcrowded condition about which your 


school committee has been talking for the past few years. 
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There has been much comment upon the noticeable 
falling off in attendance at most school functions and ap- 
parent lack of interest in them. With the exception of the 
graduating exercises, not nearly the number of towns- 
people attend these school functions as should attend them. 
It is discouraging to school officials, teachers, and espe- 
cially to the children themselves to know this lack of in- 
terest exists. May we not urge you all, not only to support 
your school financially, but to support it by attending these 


activities ? 


We wish to thank all those who, during the past year, 
have aided the Superintendent, teachers or Committee in 


any way. 


Let us all work hard to make of our school an institu- 
tion that will fit our children for happy, useful lives—an 
institution of which Dixfield can be proud.

The tctal budget is $310.00 more than last year. We 
had hoped to reduce it a little but we cannot do it if the 
town votes to approve the recommendation of the State 
Auditor who recommends that all amounts unexpended and 
all overdrafts in all departments of the town be taken from 
their respective accounts and transferred to a special ac- 
count. However, there is one account where this cannot 
be done, and that is the one for Common Schools, because 
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there is a State Law which requires that all balances and 
overdrafts in school accounts aided by State money must 
be carried forward. 

If the balances of the accounts for Insurance and High 
School Conveyance are taken away it will be necessary to 
ask for $250.00 more for Insurance and $60.00 more for 
High School Conveyance.

DIXFIELD HIGH SCHOOL 


The High School opened for the fall term September 
11th with 96 students enrolled. Of these, 6 were from 
East Dixfield, 13 from Peru, and 3 from Carthage. The 
classes were represented as follows: 31 Freshmen; 25 Soph- 
omores; 24 Juniors; 16 Seniors. 

There were no changes in the teaching personnel, since 
all four High School teachers returned. 
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Bulletins were published during the summer and sent 
to the parents at the beginning of the fall term. These 
were for the purpose of informing the parents of the sub- 
jects now required to complete the college and general 
courses, and to explain the regulations of the school. 

For the benefit of those who like to visit a particular 
course in the High School, we submit the day’s schedule 
for 1939-1940. (See opposite page.) 


Each teacher has extra-curricula work as follows: 

Mr. Daker—Football, Hockey and Baseball. 

Mr. Robinson—Yearbook and Debating. 

Mr. Foster—Softball and One Act Play. 

Mr. Fisher—Three Act Play and Glee Club. 

The first of October a Freshman Reception was held at 
_ the Opera House. Directed by Mrs. Daker and Mr. Fisher, 
a musical program and two one-act plays, “Thanks Awfully” 
and “The Three Lazies”’, were presented. The Sophomores 
gave a Hallowe’en Party; the Juniors a Thanksgiving Party, 
and the Seniors a Christmas Party. 

During the fall term the girls played softball and the 
boys football. Both the boys and girls were very success- 
ful. The boys have ability enough for a good six man 
team next year. 


In the fall our magazine campaign was staged as usual. 
We appreciate very much the generosity of those towns- 
people who save their magazine subscriptions and renewals 
for us each year. 

In November Mr. and Mrs. Moore, explorers of Central 
America and South America, lectured and showed colored 
pictures of Central America. 


In November Dr. Elsemore and Dr. Defoe assisted by 
the school nurse came to the school and gave innoculations 
against diphtheria and in December, small pox vaccinations. 
At the beginning of the winter term they gave the tuberculin 
test. We are grateful to them and to the town for making 
possible these worth while health measures which will result 
in the prevention of disease. 
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On January 24th and 25th, the Senior Play “Everybody’s 
Crazy” was presented to appreciative audiences. February 
Oth this play will be presented at Weld and February 16th 
at East Wilton. The Wilton Academy Band will furnish 
the music at the latter place.
